3. That the main objectives behind the Unique Identification 

Number Project are as under:

(ii) To ensure financial inclusion of the poor/rural people 
through UEBA (UID Enabled Bank Accounts); 

('ii) The create robust benefit/delivery mechanism, for 
ensuring last mile delivery; 

(iv) The UID number is proposed to be incorporated in all 
identity based schemes and process like Ration Card, 
Bank Account, Passport and Flagship Projects of 
Government of India; 

(v) Development of-:a database for effective monitoring and 
evaluation./ 
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4. That in the process of issuing Aadhaar Number to an individual, 
firstly demographic as well as biometric information, such as, 
finger prints of all ten fingers of hands, iris and photograph of the 
concerned person is obtained to ensure that each identity is 


unique and unduplicated. After obtaining the above information, 
the UIDAI perform authentication. That the Nodal Department of 
the answering State ..is following the guidelines of UIDAI for 
enrollment of a president.

That the first phase of UID enrolment in the answering State 
started from 1.3.2011 and concluded on 31.3.2012 and the 
enrolment was undertaken by a private firm, namely, 4G Identity 


Solutions Pvt. Ltd. (UIDAI Empanelled Firm). The second phase 
of UID enrolment started in October 2012 and is still ongoing. 
The Nodal Department - Department of Economics, Statistics, 
Monitoring & Evaluation (DESM&E) is the Enrolment Agency for 

this phase and enrolment is being done by DESM&E and no

private enrolment agency is involved in this phase. Till 3.2.2014, 
the department has managed to enroll more than 90% of the 
residents of the answering State and the details are under:
